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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Again  the  Year  Book  goes  out  to  the  federated  club  women 
with  its  record  of  work  accomplished  and  its  messages  and  sug- 
gestions for  the  coming  year.  The  record  is  one  of  faithful 
endeavor  in  nearly  every  department,  resulting  in  a  gratifying 
increase  in  our  membership,  and  a  growth  in  club  spirit  in  many 
sections  of  the  state. 

Among  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year's  work  are  the 
improvement  in  study  programs,  showing  a  tendency  to  con- 
centrate on  one  subject  at  a  time;  the  broadening  of  interests, 
as  shown  by  the  new  departments  listed  by  many  clubs;  the 
helpful  participation  by  club  women  in  municipal  affairs;  and 
a  new  grasp  of  state-wide  problems. 

All  these  advance  steps  were  brought  out  by  the  reports  made 
at  the  High  Point  convention,  and  there  was  evident  there  an 
eagerness  and  an  earnestness  on  the  part  of  the  delegates  which 
have  marked  this  as  the  most  enthusiastic,  as  well  as  the  largest 
Federation  convention  ever  held  in  our  state.  The  growth  in 
numbers  and  in  interest  is  due  very  largely  to  the  ability  and 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  chairmen  have  conducted  their  de- 
partments, and  to  faithful  press  reporting. 

For  the  first  time,  District  or  Eeciprocity  meetings  have 
been  held  in  each  of  the  eleven  districts.  The  district  chair- 
men presided  at  these  meetings  and  brought  the  clubs  of  each 
neighborhood  together,  thus  making  Federation  ideals  known 
to  large  groups  of  federated  and  unfederated  club  women.  Ee- 
sponding  to  cordial  invitations  from  the  hostess  clubs,  the 
President  has  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  meetings  in 
seven  of  the  districts;  these  were  held  at  Oxford,  Washington, 
New  Bern,  Wilmington,  Charlotte,  Salisbury,  and  Southern 
Pines.     It  is  through  the  district  meetings  that  we  must  con- 
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tinue  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  Federation  to  more  and  more 
women  in  our  cities,  towns  and  remote  rural  districts. 

Our  faces  are  turned  hopefully  toward  the  future,  for  there 
has  never  been  a  year  so  full  of  possibilities  for  usefulness,  and 
of  opportunities  for  service,  as  the  one  opening  before  us.  The 
coming  year  will,  indeed,  be  a  strategic  one  for  our  Federation. 
It  will  show  whether,  with  the  growth  in  numbers  and  in 
interest,  there  has  been  a  corresponding  groT\i;h  in  power — the 
power  that  comes  from  a  great  body  of  women  rising  above 
personal  and  petty  concerns  and  uniting  in  large  and  responsible 
undertakings.  Our  state  needs  the  voice  of  such  a  power;  other 
states  have  felt  the  strength  of  the  club  women  speaking  as  one 
woman  in  causes  that  have  till  then  been  unpopular  and  unsuc- 
cessful. Will  the  club  women  of  North  Carolina  look  on  with 
indifference,  or  divide  on  small  issues,  while  a  life  and  death 
struggle  goes  on  for  bettering  the  social  and  industrial  condi- 
tion of  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls,  children  and  depend- 
ent ones  in  the  Old  North  State? 

Among  the  causes  for  which  we  are  pledged  to  work  by 
the  resolutions  passed  at  the  May  convention  are,  first  of  all, 
our  own  Endowment  Fund.  How  much  the  interest  on  this 
fund  is  needed  is  apparent  to  all  workers  who  have  felt  their 
hands  tied  by  the  lack  of  an  adequate  postage  and  printing 
allowance,  and  by  the  officers  who  have  not  been  able  to  respond 
to  invitations  to  state  meetings  or  to  undertake  constructive 
work  along  the  many  lines  in  which  our  help  is  sought. 

When  the  Endowment  Fund  was  started,  the  goal  was  set 
at  five  thousand  dollars.  Nearly  two  thousand  has  been  raised 
and  the  time  has  come  for  the  completion  of  this  amount.  We 
have  determined  to  try  to  raise  the  remainder.  Every  club 
that  contributes  to  the  fund  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  every 
member,  will  be  doing  its  full  share.  In  order  to  facilitate  this 
work,  the  first  week  in  November  has  been  named  as  Federa- 
tion Week.  The  clubs  of  the  state  are  earnestly  urged  to  set 
apart  this  week  for  devising  ways  and  means  for  raising  the 
desired  sum.  Our  finance  committee  has  this  special  work  in 
hand,  and  will  be  glad  to  send  helpful  suggestions  to  the  club 
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presidents,  and  to  receive  all  contributions.  When  this  fund 
has  been  secured  and  invested,  the  Federation  will  have  a  little 
income  which  will  make  it  a  self-respecting  and  somewhat  inde- 
pendent organization.  Let  us  not  rest  until  we  have  accom- 
plished this  purpose. 

A  careful  study  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  convention 
and  printed  in  this  book,  will  show  how  many  sided  are  the 
interests  of  the  Federation.  These  resolutions  furnish  us  with 
a  full  program,  one  in  which  there  is  opportunity  for  every  one 
of  us  to  prove  her  loyalty  to  the  Federation  and  to  the  great 
cause  of  womanhood  in  our  state  and  country. 

The  issues  before  us  are  clear  and  definite.  In  this  legis- 
lative year,  we  must  show  our  colors  and  prove  our  strength. 
The  clarion  call  rings  out  to  every  club  woman  who  receives  the 
Year  Book  to  shoulder  her  share  of  the  burden,  and  to  raise 
her  voice  in  intelligent  support  of  each  of  these  movements. 

With  the  little  groups  of  club  women  meeting  week  by  week 
in  every  section  of  our  state  lies  the  answer  to  many  of  the 
problems  that  are  vexing  the  social  conscience  and  hindering  our 
development.  The  State  Federation,  if  loyally  supported,  may 
now  prove  to  be  one  of  the  strongest  forces  in  our  state  for  the 
bringing  in  of  the  day  of  a  better  and  purer  social  order. 

Dear  club  women,  shall  we  stand  at  the  door  of  a  great 
opportunity  and  falter,  or  shall  we  go  on  with  united  hearts 
and  hands  to  possess  the  land  and  to  enter  into  our  heritage?

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A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  GENERAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation 

of  Women's   Clubs: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  greet  you,  club  women  of  the 
North  Carolina  Federation,  and  assure  you  of  my  very  warm 
interest  in  all  the  problems  that  face  you  as  a  state  organiza- 
tion. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  contribution  you  have  made 
to  the  Board  of  the  General  Federation,  in  the  person  of  Mrs. 
Eugene  Eeilley,  of  Charlotte,  as  Second  Vice-President.  Mrs. 
Eeilley's  experience  as  a  Director  and  as  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, makes  her  services  particularly  valuable  ,as  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  upon  which  she  ser^^es  with  the 
President  and  First  Vice-President. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  the  Board  is  made  up  of  seven  officers 
and  a  director  from  each  state.  We  are  delighted  to  welcome 
Mrs.  Eobert  E.  Cotten,  of  Bruce,  North  Carolina,  as  the  direc- 
tor from  your  state. 

Our  gifted  and  talented  retiring  President,  Mrs.  Penny- 
backer,  in  her  annual  address  said,  ' '  The  first  duty  of  each  of 
us  is  to  select  the  most  important  task  that  confronts  him  and 
concentrate  his  powers  on  that  task. ' '  She  further  stated,  ' '  I 
want  to  go  on  record  as  heartily  favoring  this  plan — a  direc- 
tor from  every  state — if  the  states  can  finance  the  expense  of 
their  directors  when  attending  Board,  Council  and  Biennial 
meetings.  I  would  cheerfully  favor  the  General  Federation 
doing  this  were  such  a  step  possible,  but  we  must  face  the 
truth,  it  is  an  absolute  impossibility  for  the  General  Federation 
to  meet  such  bills." 

One  of  the  first  duties  of  the  new  Board  was  to  canvass 
the  financial  situation.     The  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund 
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may  not  be  used  for  this  purpose.  I  feel  sure  that  the  North 
Carolina  Federation  will  make  it  possible  for  its  director  to 
attend  necessary  meetings  during  the  present  biennial  period, 
and  thus  aid  the  Board  in  solving  the  problems  that  are  pre- 
sented to  it,  also  bringing  back  to  your  own  State  Federation 
the  inspiration  of  the  closer  touch  and  affiliation  with  the  Gen- 
eral Federation. 

Mrs.  Pennybacker  presented  four  recommendations  at  the 
Biennial,  all  of  which  were  carried.     They  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  General  Federation  go  on  record  as  favoring  a 
continuance  of  effort  in  the  line  of  improvement  of  rural  life, 
and  the  Americanization  of  the  immigrant,  and  that  the  depart- 
ments be  recpested  to  coordinate  their  plans  so  that  there  may 
be  harmony  of  effort  along  these  two  lines. 

2.  That  the  incoming  Board  be  asked  to  consider  the  feas- 
ibility of  arranging  itineraries  for  the  different  chairmen  so 
that  every  State  Federation  might  call  upon  two  or  more  at 
each  meeting. 

3.  That  the  incoming  Board  be  requested  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  question  of  motion  pictures,  and  to  report  what  seems  the 
wisest  plan  of  action. 

4.  That  the  General  Federation  urge  upon  the  clubs  the 
study  of  the  life  and  history  of  the  Latin-American  people  and 
that  the  convention  endorse  the  calling  of  a  great  Congress  of 
"Women  of  the  three  Americas  in  1920,  and  that  under  proper 
conditions  the  United  States  government  be  asked  to  help 
finance   such   a  congress. 

The  Board  is  seeking  to  develop  the  work  along  these  lines 
as  directed,  and  asks  for  your  sympathetic  interest  and  support.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL 
CONVENTION 


(Abridged) 

Tuesday,  May  2,  8:30  O 'Clock 

The  fourteenth  annual  convention  of  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  opened  its  sessions  in  the  G-raded 
School  Auditorium  of  the  City  of  High  Point,  at  8:30  o'clock, 
Mrs.  Thos.

The  report  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Stover, 
was  received  with  thanks. 
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Eeport  of  Treasurer,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Tyson,  was  given  and 
accepted  with  thanks. 

Eeport  of  Eesolutions  Committee  was  made  by  Mrs.  A.  H.

Mrs.  Pennybacker  spoke  on  the  sub- 
ject; also  Mrs.  Jones,  of  Sampson  County;  Mrs.  Cotten,  of 
Pitt  County;  and  Mrs.  Capehart,  of  Granville  County, 

The  Eeport  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  made  by  Mrs. 
S.  P.  Cooper.  The  report  was  accepted,  but  the  recommenda- 
tion therein  embodied  was  left  to  be  acted  upon  at  a  later 
session.

' '  The  New  York  Biennial  in  Prospect ' '  was  discussed  by 
Mrs.  Eugene  Eeilley,  Corresponding  Secretary  General  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs. 

Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  President  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs,  introduced  by  Mrs.  Stover,  made 
an  inspiring  address,  following  which  Mrs.  E.  L.  Starr,  of 
Winston-Salem,  gave  several  vocal  selections  accompanied  by 
Miss  Minnie  Lou  McNair. 

Short  talks  were  made  by  Mr.  Fred  N.  Tate  and  Mrs.  H.  A. 
White. 

At  the  close  of  this  session  a  reception  was  given  to  the 
Federation  by  the  High  Point  Woman's  Club  at  the  home 
of  Mr.  J.  Elwood  Cox. 

Friday  Morning,  May  5,  9:10  0 'Clock 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  T.  W. 
Lingle,  at  9:10  a.  m.,  in  the  Sunday  school  room  of  Wesley 
Memorial  Methodist  Church. 

After  the  singing  of  a  hymn  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meetings  of  the  convention  were  read  and,  with  corrections  and 
additions,  were  accepted. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Lingle,  turned  over  to  Mrs.  Clarence 
Johnson,  Federation  Custodian,  a  paper  concerning  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Federation. 
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Mrs.  Gotten  made  a  few  remarks  in  regard  to  preserving 
material  bearing  on  the  history  of  the  Federation. 

Mrs.  Gotten  moved  that  every  member  having  superfluous 
copies  of  the  year  book  containing  the  history  of  the  Federation 
send  them  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary.     This  motion  passed. 

Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper  announced  that  a  message  had  come  tell- 
ing of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Little's  mother.  A  motion  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Gotten  that  a  telegram  be  sent  Mrs.  Little  expressing 
the  sympathy  of  the  Federation  in  her  loss.  This  motion  was 
carried. 

The  report  of  the  Courtesies  Committee  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Bost,  Chairman,  and  with  one  addition  in  regard  to 
the  press,  the  report  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Michaux  as  Chairman  made  the  report  of  the 
Publicity  Committee.  This  was  followed  by  a  few  supple- 
mentary remarks  on  the  Publicity  Movement  and  the  writing 
of  club  notices. 

The  Federation  Song  was  sung,  after  which  prayer  was 
ofiPered  by  Eev.  J.  M.  Hilliard. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Johnson  moved  that  the  State  Chairman  of 
Music  send  a  request  to  each  President  of  local  clubs  to  teach 
members  the  Federation  Song.  After  discussion  of  some  length 
in  regard  to  the  copies  and  plate  of  the  Federation  Song,  the 
motion  was  carried. 

Miss  A.  L.  Fries  moved  that  if  the  copies  and  the  plate  of 
the  North  Carolina  Federation  Song  cannot  be  found,  that 
State  Chairman  of  Music  be  authorized  to  have  a  new  plate 
made  and  a  new  edition  of  the  song  printed.  This  motion 
was  carried. 

Miss  Kirby  requested  that  the  President  appoint  her  as  a 
committee  to  search  for  plate  of  the  Federation  Song  in  Golds- 
boro,  as  the  last  Federation  was  held  at  that  place.  This  was 
gladly  done. 

The  McDowell  Music  Club,  of  Statesville,  offered  to  send 
their  surplus  copies  of  the  Federation  Song  to  the  Chairman  of 
Music.

The  Auditor,  Mrs.  O.  Max  Gardner,  reported  that  she  had 
found  the  Treasurer's  report  correct,  and  same  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  made  by  Miss 
A.  L.  Fries  and  accepted. 

EoU  call  showed  that  a  total  of  117  members  were  present 
and  entitled  to  vote. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  recommendation  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  which  was  embodied  in  the  Finance  Eeport : 
That  the  clubs  be  requested,  through  their  Presidents,  to  pledge 
a  certified  sum  in  proportion  to  their  membership,  so  that  the 
entire  amount  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  $5,000  can  be  com- 
pleted this  year  (before  May,  1917),  and  the  members  of 
the  convention  will  be  relieved  in  future  of  the  annual  pledges 
made  from  the  floor  for  this  purpose.  Miss  Fries  moved 
that  same  be  adopted.  Mrs.  Gotten  explained  the  sub- 
ject, giving  the  origin  and  object  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 
The  following  ladies  spoke  on  the  subject:  Miss  Fries,  Mrs. 
Pratt,  Mrs.  Lingle  (the  Second  Vice-President  taking  the  chair), 
Mrs.  Gooper,  Miss  Gibson.  Mrs.  Eeid  asked  that  Mrs.  Gordon 
Finger  state  plan  suggested  at  a  previous  meeting.  Mrs. 
Finger  then  amended  the  motion  to  so  read  that  the  Federation 
adopt  a  definite  plan  to  raise  the  Endowment  Fund  by  nam- 
ing a  time,  to  be  known  as  Federation  Week,  when  the  clubs  of 
every  town  in  the  state  should  concentrate  on  activities  for  the 
completion  of  the  five  thousand  dollar  fund.  Two  purposes 
would  thus  be  served — Federation  work  and  purposes  would  be 
advertised  and  the  fund  increased. 

Miss  Windley,  Mrs.  Hook,  Mrs.  Gotten,  and  Mrs.  HoUowell 
spoke  on  the  subject.  The  motion  as  amended  was  then  put 
and  was  carried. 

Miss  Fries  moved  that  the  Finance  Gommittee  suggest  the 
week  that  shall  be  observed  as  Federation  Week.  This  motion 
was  passed. 

The  Eesolution  Gommittee  then  continued  its  report  by  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Powell,  from  the  morning  session  Thurs- 
day. The  resolution  in  regard  to  certification  of  teachers  by 
the  Education  Department  was  adopted. 

The  third  resolution  signed  by  Social  Service  Committee  in 
regard  to  motion  pictures  was  adopted. 
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The  fourth  resolution  by  the  Ealeigh  Woman's  Club,  after 
discussion  and  some  change,  was  adopted.  It  was  moved  by 
Mrs.  C.  Johnson  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  from 
the  State  Federation  of  Women 's  Clubs,  one  only  of  whom 
shall  be  from  Ealeigh,  to  carry  resolution  regarding  State 
Inspector  of  Public  Institutions  to  the  Governor  and  present  it 
in  person. 

The  fifth  resolution  by  the  Social  Service  Department  in 
regard  to  the  founding  of  state  home  for  delinquent  and  way- 
ward girls  in  North  Carolina  was  adopted. 

The  sixth  resolution  by  Conservation  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  seventh  resolution  by  Library  Extension  Department 
was  adopted. 

The  eighth  resolution  by  Besolution  Committee  was  adopted. 

The  resolutions  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Eeid,  Chairman  of  Membership,  introduced  the  subject 
of  af&liated  organizations.  It  was  moved  that  the  ruling  of 
the  Executive  Board  be  adopted  in  regard  to  aflS.liated  organiza- 
tions.

Dr.  Dixon-Carroll  made  a  plea  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
Federation  for  the  Florence  Crittendon  Home  in  Charlotte. 
This  was  endorsed  by  Mrs.  Cooper. 

An  invitation  was  extended  the  Convention  by  Mrs.  Norman 
Wills  to  a  luncheon  on  behalf  of  the  federated  club  women 
of  Greensboro  to  be  served  immediately  after  adjournment. 
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An  invitation  was  extended  by  Mrs.  Lazarus  from  the  United 
Charities  of  Morganton  that  the  Federation  Council  hold  its 
midwinter  meeting  in  Morganton.  This  was  accepted  with 
thanks. 

Mrs,  E.  F.  Eeid  moved  that  the  call  for  the  next  Federation 
convention  include  the  following  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion: 

Art.  3,  Sec.  2:  Strike  out  the  word  ''other''  and  insert 
the  words  ' '  state  or  county. ' ' 

Art.  10,  Sec.  2 :  Strike  out  the  word  ' '  two ' '  and  insert 
the  word  ' '  five. ' ' 

Mrs.  Cotten  moved  that  the  matter  of  amending  the  by-laws 
be  referred  to  the  Board,  which  motion  was  carried. 

Miss  Gibson  moved  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  that  the  districts  elect  their  own  chairmen  be 
adopted  by  the  convention.     Motion  was  lost. 

Mrs.  W.  N.  Hutt  spoke  of  the  Federation  of  Eural  Women 
which  meets  in  Ealeigh  the  third  week  in  x^ugust  and  invited 
the  members  of  the  Federation  to  this  meeting, 

Mrs.  Coon  moved  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  in  regard  to 
women  on  the  Board  of  the  State  Normal  College  be  mailed  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  State 'Normal  College  Alumnae  Association 
to  be  read  at  its  regular  meeting  this  month.  This  motion  was 
carried. 

Mrs.  Tyson,  of  Carthage,  withdrew  her  name  and  Miss  A. 
L.  Fries,  of  Winston-Salem,  was  nominated  as  Treasurer, 

The  tellers  reported  that  109  votes  were  cast  for  each  officer 
and  the  following  were  duly  elected:

During  the  past  year  the  Federation  has  grown  from  115 
clubs  to  136,  27  clubs  having  joined  and  six  having  withdrawn, 
the  total  membership  of  the  Federation  now  reaching  6,285 
members. 

The  Year  Book  has  been  prepared  and  400  copies  published 
and  turned  over  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for  distribu- 
tion. Since  the  white  covers  were  so  easily  soiled,  it  was  con- 
sidered wise  to  use  the  blue.  A  number  of  minor  changes 
were  made  in  the  Year  Book,  striving  towards  a  more  complete 
and  condensed  whole.  Several  additions  were  made,  principal 
among  them  the  sub-divisions  of  departments. 

Owing  to  illness,  your  Secretary  was  unable  to  attend  the 
Executive  Board  meetings  and  Council  in  January.  All  the 
minutes  of  the  Goldsboro  convention  have  been  recorded  in 
the  permanent  minute  book,  and  the  newspaper  clippings  and 
notices  of  Federation  activities  during  the  year  have  been  pre- 
served in  the  Federation  scrap  book.  500  blanks,  for  distri- 
bution among  the  various  clubs  to  obtain  data  for  the  club 
directory,  have  been  printed  and  will  be  distributed  at  this 
convention,  and  500  voting  blanks  have  been  printed. 

In  retiring  from  office  your  Secretary  has  one  recommendation 
to  make.  The  number  of  clubs  coming  into  the  Federation  so 
rapidly  has  given  rise  to  some  confusion  in  the  listing  of 
clubs  for  the  Year  Book.  It  would  seem  wise  that  a  roster 
of  clubs  be  kept  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  as  the  applica- 
tion blanks  come  to  her  before  being  forwarded  to  the  Eecord- 
ing  Secretary.     After  two  years  of  experience  this  is  deemed 
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absolutely  necessary  if  errors   are  to   be   avoided  in  the   club 
directory  of  the  Year  Book.

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REPORTS  OF  DEPARTMENTS 


ART 

Mrs.   Jacques   Busbee,    Chairman 

The  Art  Department  has  endeavored  to  be  thoroughly  prac- 
tical, to  interpret  Art  in  its  broadest  sense,  and  in  a  small 
measure  to  stress  each  branch.  All  of  the  committee  are  of 
one  mind  and  we  have  worked  together  as  one  person.  We 
have  had  a  lecture  course  that  was  available  to  all  clubs  and 
schools  for  actual  expenses.  We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  W.  C.  A. 
Hammel,  of  Greensboro;  Mr.  Smallwood,  of  New  Bern;  Mr. 
Blair,  of  Wilmington,  and  Mr.  Busbee,  of  Ealeigh,  for  their 
generosity  in  offering  these  lectures.  Twelve  have  been  asked 
for  and  given. 

Miss  Davis,  sub-Chairman  of  Basketry,  gave  a  talk  and  au. 
exhibit  of  baskets  at  Chapel  Hill  in  November.  Mrs.  T.  L. 
Bayne,  of  Manchester,  sub-Chairman  of  Weaving,  has  done  a 
great  deal  to  interest  our  country  women  and  children  in  this 
phase  of  art  industry.  Mrs.  Bayard  Wooten,  of  New  Bern, 
has  offered  her  services  as  a  photographer  to  our  club  women. 

We  have  made  four  programs  for  clubs,  and  while  we  in  no 
way  wish  to  undervalue  the  cultural  side  of  art,  at  present 
we  wish  to  stress  the  utilitarian  phase. 

We  recommend  that  the  club  women  of  the  state  study  the 
history  of  pottery,  so  that  we  may  help  the  potters  of  our  state 
to  refine  their  work,  to  offer  the  public  something  distinctive. 
The  potteries  of  Buncombe,  Catawba,  Chatham,  Moore,  Mecklen- 
burg, and  Eandolph  Counties  are  accessible  and  much  can  be 
done  to  help  these  men.  Every  potter  who  turns  a  wheel  can  be 
taught  to  make  bowls  and  vases  if  we  can  direct  his  art.  Every 
potter  who  makes  a  churn  or  pickle  jar  could  easily  make  a 
floor  vase  or  jardinier  if  he  thought  there  would  be  sale  for  it. 
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Mr.  C.  P.  Ryman  is  doing  very  finished  and  elegant  pottery, 
known  as  '  *  Nonconnah ' '  potteries,  at  Skyland,  N.  C.  Mr, 
O.  L.  Bacheldar  is  making  the  Omar  Kyham  potteries  at  Cand- 
ler. Mr.  George  Donkel,  of  Weaverville,  can  make  good,  large 
floor  vases  when  urged.  We  have  drawn  the  designs  and  had 
the  North  Carolina  jam  pots  made  for  the  Girls'  Canning  Club 
by  Mr.  Bacheldar. 

We  also  recommend  that  every  club  woman  learn  how  to 
make  a  basket  out  of  native  material.  Every  section  of  the 
state  has  some  grass  straw  that  can  be  used  for  a  basket.  There 
is  rye,  wheat,  maidenhair  fern  stems,  broom  sedge,  bulrush, 
T^amboo,  willow,  palmetto,  corn  shucks,  sea  grass,  oak  splits, 
long  leaf  pine  and  many  other  things,  I  dare  say.  We  have 
taught  during  the  past  year,  through  our  department,  1,015 
W'omen  and  children  to  make  pine  needle  baskets.  We  know 
of  150  people  w^ho  are  doing  this  work  for  sale.  In  Wake  and 
Cumberland  Counties  w^e  have  introduced  this  work  in  schools 
and  many  of  the  teachers  and  children  are  making  beautiful 
baskets.  There  is  a  girl  in  Wake  County  who  has  made 
$25.00  on  the  sale  of  baskets  since  last  November.  When  a 
tourist  visits  a  city,  the  first  thing  looked  for  is  something 
distinctive  of  that  locality  to  take  away  as  a  souvenir.  Let  each 
•club  woman  ask  herself,  ' '  What  is  there  in  my  town  that  a 
visitor  would  want  as  a  souvenir?"  There  may  be  some  pic- 
ture post  cards  (made  in  Germany),  but  little  else  save  in  a 
few  places.  What  would  make  a  more  beautiful  souvenir  than 
our  native  stones  set  in  hand  wrought  silver  or  gold?  A  beau- 
tiful occupation,  taught  at  Greensboro  Normal,  yet  I  have  tried 
in  vain  to  find  a  woman  doing  this  w^ork  in  the  state!  Basket 
making  is  simple  to  learn.  Any  woman  or  child  who  can 
handle  a  needle  can  do  the  work.  There  is  always  a  good 
market  for  a  well  made  basket. 

We  have  distributed  over  a  thousand  packages  of  flower 
seed.  We  sowed  poppy  seed  broadcast  along  roadsides  last 
September  and  now  they  are  blooming  beautifully.  Person- 
ally I  have  visited  the  clubs  at  High  Point,  Charlotte,  Fay- 
etteville  and  Apex  and  given  talks.     I  have  taught  pine  needle 
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basketry  at  Kinston,  Fayetteville,  Manchester,  Asheville,  Cary, 
Apex  and  Holly  Springs.  We  have  given  four  good  pictures 
to  country  schools. 

Our  department  is  working  most  earnestly  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  Art  Commission.  In  this  effort  we  have  the 
hearty  support  of  Dr.  Clarence  Poe.  We  wish  to  thank  Dr. 
Poe  for  including  a  talk  for  such  a  commission  on  the  program 
of  the  meeting  of  the  State  Literary  and  Historical  Associa- 
tion, and  we  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Hammel  for  so  ably  presenting 
to  the  association  the  necessity  for  an  Art  Commission. 


CIVICS 

Mrs.  Joseph  Hyde  Pratt,   Chairman 

The  Civics  Department  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1915-1916: 

At  an  informal  meeting  held  in  Goldsboro  in  May,  1915, 
the  year's  work  was  planned.  In  accordance  with  the  plan  for- 
mulated the  following  activities  were  set  in  motion : 

Literature. — A  folder  of  work  recommended  was  printed. 
Two  hundred  copies  were  distributed  within  the  state  and 
about  fifty  in  other  states  at  the  request  of  the  Civics  Chair- 
man of  the  General  Federation  of  Women 's  Clubs. 

One  hundred  copies  each  of  One  Day  Civic  Program  and 
Training  in  Citizenship,  were  purchased  from  the  General 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  and  distributed. 

Literature  on  various  matters  connected  with  Civics  has  been 
sent  to  twenty-two  dabs.  In  addition  to  this,  much  literature 
in  connection  with  Arbor  Day  was  distributed  by  the  Yice-Chair- 
man. 

The  North  Carolina  Geological  Survey  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  sending  bulletins  and  other  literature  to  clubs 
on  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

Correspondence. — Of  the  fifty-three  federated  clubs  the  Chair- 
man has  had  correspondence  with  thirty-one,  asking  for  sugges- 
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tions,  etc.  But  the  principal  work  of  the  department  has  been 
with  unfederated  clubs  and  with  small  groups  of  women  wish- 
ing to  form  clubs. 

Exhibits  and  Lectures. — The  Civic  Art  Exhibit  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  was  used  by  seven  clubs. 

The  slides  belonging  to  the  Civics  Department  were  used 
for  a  lecture  in  Greensboro. 

Two  lectures  by  Professor  L.  A.  Williams,  of  the  University, 
were  secured  by  Charlotte  and  Asheboro  through  the  Civics 
Department. 

General. — Each  member  of  the  committee  has  been  active  in 
arousing  interest  in  Civics  in  her  own  district,  and  has  in  each 
case  made  it  her  purpose  to  cooperate  with  the  clubs  in  the 
district.  Many  new  clubs  and  civics  departments  have  been 
added  through  these  efforts,  and  many  talks  on  Civics  have  been 
made. 

The  Civics  clubs  over  the  state  report  a  general  observance 
of  Cleap-Up  Week  and  of  Baby  Week,  an  awakening  interest  in 
town-planning  and  in  school-gardening,  a  campaign  for  win- 
dow-boxes and  for  flower  hedges,  the  improvement  of  vacant  lots 
and  of  railroad  stations,  and  much  interest  in  the  cemeteries, 
county  homes  and  in  Junior  Civics. 


CONSERVATION 

Mrs.  Gordon  Finger,   Chairman 

Conservation  of  our  natural  resources  is  the  biggest  and 
most  important  element  in  "preparedness"  for  economic  wel- 
fare. 

North  Carolina  was  mightily  endowed  by  nature  with  her 
bounties  of  natural  beauty  and  a  wonderful  diversity  of  plant 
and  animal  life;  her  endowment  in  mineral  wealth  and  water 
power  and  salubrity  of  climate  are  no  less  to  be  wondered  at. 

A  study  of  the  situation  in  the  state  brings  out  a  set  of  facts 
that  demands  the  immediate  attention  of  the  people. 
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Eecent  forest  fires  due  to  an  unusually  dry  season  and  inade- 
quate fire  protection  have  destroyed  millions  of  dollars  of  wealth 
tnat  can  never  be  recovered.  The  long  leaf  pine  of  patriotic 
fame  has  been  sadly  depleted  by  fire,  ruthless  boxing  and  lack 
of  a  stock  law,  the  pine  rooters  eating  the  seeds  and  seedlings 
that  would  reforest  many  barren  lands. 

The  state  leads  the  world  in  the  quantity  and  diversity  of 
crude  drugs  or  medicinal  plants.  Some  one  must  have  a  care 
that  rare  varieties  are  not  exterminated.  The  Venus  Fly  Trap 
and  the  fixey,  found  only  here  and  in  the  black  forests  of 
Germany,  are  being  cleared  out  and  burned.  The  plants  would 
bring  as  much  as  $3.00  each,  sold  to  scientists  and  botanical 
gardens. 

The  state  has  begun  to  awake.  Governor  Craig  has  been 
alive  to  the  greatest  needs  of  the  state  and  the  last  legislature 
resisted  many  sentimental  appeals  of  lesser  causes,  and  saved 
the  summit  of  Mount  Mitchell.  The  national  government  has 
helped  and  recently  bought  200  more  acres  for  the  national 
park.  Bat  only  the  beginning  has  been  made;  the  national 
appropriation  for  increased  park  areas  and  fire  patrol  must  be 
looked  after  and  this  federation  must  let  our  national  repre- 
sentatives know  how  we  expect  them  to  vote  on  pending  bills 
and  the  same  fight  must  be  made  in  our  state  legislature  for 
$10,000  for  fire  fighting  and  patrol.  The  game  commissioner 
and  bird  commissioner  must  regulate  hunting  and  protect  our 
wild  life  which  controls  the  insect  armies  that  every  year  cost 
us  millions;  these  are  sensible  business  propositions  and  will 
pay  in  dollars  and  cents  for  our  state  right  now  and  the  gen- 
erations to  come. 

The  work  of  the  year  for  your  Chairman  has  largely  been 
to  get  up  on  the  situation  in  our  state;  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  agencies  already  at  work  and  to  lend  a  hand  any  and 
everywhere  that  would  help  to  make  North  Carolina  grasp 
her  opportunity  before  it  is  too  late — educational  work. 

United  States  foresters  have  been  secured  to  lecture;  com- 
mittees of  men  who  can  do  things  have  met  with  them;  the 
railroads  have  planted  honeysuckle  vines  on  the  eroding  cuts  and 
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hillsides  of  their  rights  of  way  at  the  department's  request; 
the  editors  of  the  state,  by  request,  have  systematically  run 
stories  and  editorials  calculated  to  arouse  interest  in  all  phases 
of  local  conservation;  the  librarians  likewise  have  made  their 
institutions  centers  of  object  as  well  as  printed  lessons  on 
wild  flowers,  trees  and  bird  life;  the  first  official  Arbor  Day  has 
been  observed  as  a  result  of  last  year's  law  and  76  counties 
have  observed  it. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Holmes  and  the  Forestry  Association  have 
worked  hand  in  hand  with  the  Federation  Department,  making 
your  Chairman  a  vice-president  of  the  Forestry  Association. 

Only  four  clubs  in  the  state  have  official  conservation  de- 
partments; the  work  has  been  done  largely  through  the  twin 
sister  of  Conservation — Civics. 

Talks  on  conservation  have  been  made  at  Montreat,  Monroe, 
Charlotte,  Ealeigh  (at  Peace  Institute),  Apex,  Gary  and  Holly 
Springs. 

School  gardening  is  another  phase  of  practical  conservation 
that  is  growing  in  North  Carolina.  Thanks  to  Commissioner 
Claxton,  of  the  Education  Bureau, -we  have  cooperated  with  Miss 
Ethel  Gowans  in  establishing  this  work.  A  study  of  historic 
trees  of  North  Carolina  has  been  compiled  for  next  year's  Arbor 
and  Bird  Day  Manual,  and  some  aid  was  given  in  getting  out 
the  one  of  the  past  year. 


EDUCATION 

Miss    Daisy    Bailey   Waitt,    Chairman 

The  work  of  the  Education  Department  this  year  has  been 
divided  among  four  sub-committees:  Illiteracy,  Cooperation 
with  Schools,  Scholarships  and  Sallie  Soathall  Cotten  Loan 
Fund,  and  Peace.  Appointments  have  been  made  on  these 
four  committees  in  such  a  way  that  there  is  a  representative 
from  each  of  the  Federation  districts  of  the  state  on  the 
Education    Committee    which   they   together    constitute.        The 
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object  of  this  double  organization  has  been  to  keep  the  members 
of  the  committee  in  touch  with  the  clubs  of  their  respective 
districts  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  working  with  their  sub- 
commitees  along  a  special  line.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee have  cooperated  with  the  Chairman  and  clubs  in  putting 
this  plan  into  effect,  and  by  their  earnestness  and  enthusiasm 
in  various  phases  of  the  work  have  made  it  a  pleasure  to  the 
Chairman,  and  have,  I  am  sure,  been  of  great  assistance  to 
the  dabs  which  they  have  been  able  to  visit  or  to  come  in 
contact  with. 

Through  the  activity  of  the  committee,  while  only  sixteen 
clubs  are  registered  in  the  year  book  as  doing  educational 
work,  fifty-two  (52)  clubs  report  activities  along  this  line. 
These  reports  show  active  interest  in  various  phases  of  educa- 
tional work.  It  is  impossible  to  give  all  these  reports  in  full 
or  even  extracts  from  them,  but  they  are  on  file  and  will  be 
of  great  assistance  in  the  work  for  another  year. 

The  Chairman  of  Education  in  the  report  last  year  left 
six  recommendations  which  the  present  Chairman  has  endeavored 
to  follow  up.  The  first  of  these  recommendations  was  that 
club  women  take  an  active  part  in  the  campaign  against  adult 
illiteracy.  As  this  work  was  being  pushed  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  it  has  received  special  emphasis  during 
the  past  year.  Early  in  October  a  special  call  to  service  was 
issued  to  all  the  clubs  by  the  Chairman.  As  a  result,  clubs 
from  Asheville,  Ansonville,  Belhaven,  Burgaw,  Chapel  Hill, 
Charlotte,  Gastonia,  Graham,  Goldsboro,  High  Point,  Marion, 
New  Bern,  Oxford,  Ealeigh,  Salisbury,  Sanford,  Smithfield, 
Tryon,  Tarboro,  Winston-Salem,  Wilson,  Wilmington,  White- 
ville,  Washington,  Waynesville  report  work  done  for  Moonlight 
Schools.  In  many  cases  club  women  actually  taught  in  the 
Moonlight  Schools;  in  others,  contributions  were  made  to 
lengthen  the  term,  lights  were  furnished,  teachers  transported 
and  entertained,  the  census  taken,  and  assistance  rendered  in 
other  ways. 

The  Education  Department  was  fortunate  in  having  the 
President  of  the  Federation  actively  engaged  in  the  work  for 
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the  elimination  of  illiteracy.  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  One  Hundred,  Mrs.  Lingle  was  able  to  interest  many  club 
women  in  the  work.  Keports  of  their  efforts  given  at  a 
luncheon  during  the  Social  Service  Conference  in  Charlotte  in 
January  indicated  the  extent  to  which  club  women  had  enlisted 
for  this  great  educational  work.  Through  this  committee  the 
Education  Department  was  able  to  publish  in  the  fall  a  leaflet 
on  the  work  to  be  done  for  the  elimination  of  illiteracy  and  a 
special  call  to  service  to  all  clab  women.  Five  members  of 
the  Education  Committee  served  on  this  committee.  The  full 
report  of  Mrs.  M.  J.  Daner,  Chairman  of  the  sub-Committee  on 
Illiteracy,  will  be  printed  as  an  aid  to  future  work. 

Cooperation  with  schools  means  both  local  and  state  coop- 
eration. Local  cooperation  is  governed  largely  by  local  needs 
and  state  cooperation  when  possible  with  the  larger  movements 
for  which  the  State  Board  of  Education  stands,  i.  e.,  the  Moon- 
light School  Movement,  Consolidation  of  Emal  Schools  and  ade- 
quate Supervisor  and  Teacher  Training.  This  committee  is 
working  with  local  schools  and  is  everyv^^here  urging  that  boys 
and  girls  be  kept  in  school  and  that  school  terms  be  nine 
months.  We  feel  that  the  elimination  of  adult  illiteracy  will  be 
of  little  avail  if  we  allow  a  crop  of  near-illiterates  in  the  next 
generation. 

Mrs.  E.  H.  Latham,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Coopera- 
tion with  Schools,  reported  as  follows: 

' '  Reports  from  many  clubs  show  manifest  interest  in  schools, 
while  others  do  not  have  an  educational  committee.  There 
seems  no  reason  why  the  schools  in  every  community  should 
not  have  the  hearty  and  interested  cooperation  of  the  club 
women  when  one  realizes  that  a  majority  of  club  women  are 
mothers  of  school  children,  whose  very  characters  must  be 
molded  in  these  same  schools.  Because  of  this  fact,  surely  we 
cannot  fail  to  be  concerned  as  to  the  welfare  of  one  of  the  state 's 
best  assets — her  public  schools. ' ' 

This  sub-committee  would  submit  three  methods  of  school 
cooperation : 
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1.  A  central  committee  in  each  town  where  there  are  two 
or  more  clubs — one  or  more  women  from  each  club  to  cooperate 
with  school  authorities, 

2.  The  equipment  of  school  playgrounds  with  proper  play 
apparatus.  This  is  considered  by  some  too  expensive  to  be 
undertaken,  but  there  can  be  made  at  nominal  cost  many  pieces 
for  playgrounds. 

3.  The  beautifying  and  making  sanitary  of  school  premises. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook,  of  Charlotte,  for  the  Committee  on  Scholar- 
ships and  Sallie  Southall  Cotten  Loan  Fund,  reported  for  the 
year : 

Two  scholarships  at  the  University,  filled  by  President  Gra- 
ham; one  at  Trinity;  one  at  Wake  Forest;  one  at  Salem. 

Students  have  also  been  recommended  by  her  for  another 
scholarship  at  Salem  and  at  the  University. 

Since  May,  1915,  there  have  been  ten  loans  to  six  different 
students  from  the  Sallie  Southall  Cotten  Loan  Fund.  Four 
of  these  at  the  East  Carolina  Teachers  Training  School,  two 
at  the  State  Normal. 

The  total  amount  loaned  since  May,  1915,  is  $655.00.  The 
total  amount  loaned  since  May,  1913,  $2,133.23.  Fifteen  dif- 
ferent students  have  been  helped  and  thirty-three  loans  made. 

The  following  towns  are  represented  by  the  students  using 
the  Loan  Fund  this  year:  Concord,  Scotland  Neck,  Whitakers, 
Franklinton,  and  Wilmington. 

The  Sallie  Soathall  Cotten  Loan  Fund  should,  in  the  nepr 
future,  if  it  is  to  adequately  meet  the  need  for  which  it  was 
established,  reach  $5,000.00. 

Mrs.  T.  P.  Jerman,  of  the  Peace  Committee,  reported  a  pro- 
gram on  peace  issued  to  the  clubs,  but  no  reports  that  it  was 
used.  She  also  took  up  the  subject  of  peace  songs,  which  also 
met  with  little  or  no  response. 

Several  clubs  report  women  serving  on  school  boards  in  their 
respective  communities,  but  the  number  is  still  small,  and  club 
women  everywhere  should  urge  such  appointments. 

During  the  fall  the  Chairman  of  Education  was  able  to 
attend  two  district  meetings  at  which  she  spoke  by  invitation 
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on  the  work  of  her  department.  Literature  was  mailed  to 
various  clubs  in  regard  to  educational  work,  posters  were  made, 
illustrating  the  rating  of  the  state  and  counties  in  illiteracy. 
Several  articles  were  written  by  the  Chairman  for  the  press, 
and  others  by  the  Chairmen  of  the  sub-committees  published 
through  the  Chairman  of  Publicity. 

The  Chairman  wishes  to  make  the  following  rerommenda- 
tions : 

1.  That  the  Federation  push  even  more  ardently  the  work 
for  the  elimination  of  adult  illiteracy. 

2.  That  every  club  woman  see  to  it  that  there  is  in  her 
town  an  Educational  Committee  on  cooperation  with  schools, 
which  shall  keep  actively  in  touch  with  the  educational  work 
needed,  and  that  every  rural  community  have  a  similar  com- 
mittee. 

3.  That  club  women  unite  their  efforts  with  those  of  the 
State  Department  to  secure  the  needed  legislation  for  educa- 
tion. 


HEALTH 

Mrs.  Mark  Quinerly,   Chairman 

The  Health  Committee  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a 
successful  year's  work.  The  women  are  more  aroused  to  action 
than  ever  before.  It  is  true,  and  much  to  be  regretted  by  the 
committee,  that  only  a  few  of  the  clubs  are  registered  in  the 
Year  Book  under  this  department,  but  many  of  the  clubs  do 
health  work  through  other  departments.  Judging  from  the 
reports  received  it  can  be  safely  said  over  one-half  of  the 
women  in  the  Federation  are  actively  engaged  in  promoting 
health  in  some  way. 

Health  and  cleanliness  are  so  closely  allied  that  these  two 
departments  are  interdependent.  The  health  of  any  commu- 
nity depends  upon  the  cleanliness  of  that  community.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  state  every  county  during  the 
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year  has  taken  some  part  in  the  Clean-Up  Week.  The  state 
has  awakened  to  the  fact  that  its  first  duty  to  its  citizens  is  to 
protect  public  health.  The  club  women  have  realized  that  their 
first  duty  to  the  community  in  which  they  live  is  to  cooperate 
with  health  authorities  and  promote  every  movement  that  will 
make  their  surroundings  more  healthful  and  sanitary. 

Early  in  October  an  appeal  was  sent  to  every  club  in  the 
Federation  asking  for  a  health  survey  of  its  community.  A 
request  was  also  made  to  have  carried  out  one  or  two  vital 
health  measures  through  cooperation  with  the  General  Federa- 
tion and  Children 's  Bureau  to  the  end  that  Baby  Week  be  made 
a  success. 

All  clubs  reported  health  officers  or  inspectors  in  their 
respective  communities.  Health  rally  days  and  mass  meetings 
were  reported.  Series  of  lectures  on  health  problems,  given  by 
local  physicians,  dental  and  medical  inspection  of  school  chil- 
dren, visiting  nurses,  school  nurses,  and  whole  time  health 
officers  were  included  in  some  of  the  reports. 

High  Point  and  Winston-Salem,  through  the  efforts  of  club 
women,  have  women  health  inspectors,  appointed  by  the  city 
officials  and  invested  with  police  authority.  Durham  has  started 
a  fund  for  establishing  a  local  tuberculosis  camp  for  white  and 
colored  patients.  Henderson  Civic  League  is  taking  a  study 
course  on  the  home  care  of  the  sick,  taught  and  demonstrated  by 
a  trained  nurse.  Oxford  Civic  League  is  very  much  interested 
in  the  tuberculosis  problem  of  the  state;  it  is  very  anxious  for 
the  Federation  to  do  something  definite  for  the  tubercular  chil- 
dren, promising  their  cooperation  in  any  work  undertaken.  A 
plan  for  building  a  children's  pavilion  at  Montrose  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Federation  at  Goldsboro. 

Baby  Week  was  a  success  throughout  the  United  States,  and 
in  our  own  state  it  was  generally  observed.  Bequests  from 
eighty-two  communities  were  sent  to  the  Bureau  for  information 
and  plans  for  the  better  babies  campaign.  It  seems  to  have 
been  impossible  for  them  or  for  me  to  get  reports  of  all  that 
has  been  accomplished  by  the  clubs,  but  it  is  encouraging  to 
know  that  of  the  towns  and  cities  reporting,  small  towns  under 
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twenty-five  hundred  are  well  represented.  Better  Babies  Con- 
tests were  teld  in  both  large  and  small  towns  throughout  the 
state. 

A  plea  for  the  sale  of  the  Eed  Cross  seals  was  made,  urging 
the  women  to  push  the  sale  of  the  seals  and  report  to  the 
Chairman  how  many  were  sold  in  order  that  the  committee 
could  obtain  some  idea  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
women  of  the  Federation.  There  were  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  chairmen  who  handled  the  Eed  Cross  seals;  eight  of  this 
number  were  men  and  fifty-five  were  club  women.  It  seems 
that  this  work  is  almost  exclusively  a  woman's  work.  The  num- 
ber of  seals  sold  in  the  state  was  eight  hundred  and  ten  thous- 
and one  hundred  and  ninety-three.  Of  the  number  sold,  six 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  were  sold  by  the  fifty-five  club  women  or  in  the  towns 
where  there  were  federated  clubs. 

The  following  suggestions  are  made: 

That  all  clubs  aid  in  the  sale  of  Eed  Cross  seals. 

That  one  meeting  during  the  year  be  given  to  the  study  of 
tuberculosis. 

That  one  day  during  the  month  of  March  be  observed  as 
Health  Eally  Day. 

That  Baby  Week  be  observed  and  babies  contests  held  wher- 
ever it  be  possible. 

That  the  clubs  be  active  in  securing  free  and  compulsory 
annual  examinations  of  school  children,  both  dental  and  medi- 
cal; advocate  the  blood  test  for  malaria  and  preach  and  prac- 
tice screening  against  flies  and  mosquitoes. 

Systematic  visits  of  inspection  to  schools  and  other  public 
buildings,  reporting  to  clubs  and  health  authorities  the  condi- 
tions found;  that  club  women  arrange  lecture  courses  on  causes, 
prevention  and  cure  of  disease. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 


Mrs.  Henry  A.  White,    Chairman 
The  work  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  is  really  edu- 
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cational  and  is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  should  appeal  to  every 
woman  who  is  or  expects  to  be  a  home  maker. 

Your  Chairman  has  striven  to  broaden  the  application  of 
Home  Economics  in  this  state  and  to  get  the  club  women  to 
realize  that  it  means  far  more  than  the  ability  to  concoct  pal- 
atable food.  Besides  the  necessity  of  wholesome  and  varied 
food,  p^-oper  food  values,  pure  food,  etc.,  we  have  endeavored  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  intelligent  and  scientific  home 
management,  including  efficiency  in  house  work  and  in  home 
finances. 

We  have,  through  one  member  of  the  committee,  Mrs.  F.  E. 
Taylor,  of  High  Point,  prepared  a  list  of  schools  and  colleges 
in  this  state  teaching  domestic  science.  This  list  was  pub- 
lished in  the  state  papers  with  a  request  for  the  names  of  any 
schools  omitted,  and  several  were  sent  in. 

We  would  like  to  advise,  as  a  part  of  Home  Economics,  the 
study  of  Housing,  House  Construction  and  Home  Decoration, 
including  Gardens;  and  of  Textiles,  including  Material,  Good 
Taste  and  Conscience  in  Clothes.  Mrs.  Warren  H.  Booker,  of 
Peace  Institute,  Raleigh,  a  member  of  this  committee,  has  pre- 
pared a  paper  on  Home  Decoration  and  Textiles,  with  illus- 
trative material,  which  she  will  send  to  any  club  requesting  it. 
So  far  Goldsboro  alone  has  availed  itself  of  this  offer. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  publishers  a  home  economics 
library  of  twenty  volumes  has  been  collected.  Reviews  of  these 
books  were  prepared  and  sent  to  a  number  of  newspapers.  This 
has  been  used  as  a  loan  library  and  thirty-six  loans  have  been 
made  from  it,  to  all  parts  of  the  state.  The  books  most  in 
demand  have  been  ''Increasing  Home  Efficiency"  (Bruere), 
''Food  and  Household  Management"  (Kinne  and  Cooley), 
and  the  "Efficient  Kitchen"    (Child). 

The  General  Federation  Department  of  Home  Economics 
has  issued  a  bulletin  of  suggested  topics  which  is  very  helpful. 
Twenty-five  of  these  have  been  sent  when  help  on  programs  has 
been  asked,  besides  a  personal  letter  in  most  cases. 

The  Agricultural  Department  bulletins  are  regularly  received, 
and  occasional  articles  from  these  have  been  published  in  the 
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papers  or  brought  to  the  attention  of  clubs.  Miss  Minnie  L. 
Jamison,  of  Ealeigh,  also  a  member  of  this  committee,  has 
sent  out  9,500  bulletins  (through  the  Department  of  Agrical- 
ture)  on  Home  Conveniences,  Food  Values,  etc. 

Several  other  government  publications  have  been  received 
which  will  be  included  in  the  home  economics  library.  Early 
in  the  fall  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  one  hundred  clubs  in 
the  Federation,  hoping  to  interest  more  clubs  in  this  depart- 
ment. Through  Miss  Moses,  Chairman  of  Publicity,  this  was 
printed  in  the  state  papers  and  a  number  of  replies  were  re- 
ceived. 

In  February  a  questionaire  prepared  by  the  General  Fed- 
eration Chairman  of  Home  Economics  was  sent  to  the  thirty 
clubs  which  were  supposed  to  be  doing  Home  Economics  work. 
Of  these,  twenty-two  responded.  By  these  it  appears  that  the 
favorite  topic  is  food  or  home  management  and  the  general 
need  seems  to  be  ideas  for  programs. 

A  few  weeks  ago  return  postals  were  sent  to  these  thirty 
clubs  asking  for  the  name  of  one  member  who  would  attend 
this  Home  Economics  Conference  and  asking  for  the  best 
thing  the  department  had  done  during  the  year.  Twenty-four 
replied. 

The  Chairman  has  written  special  articles  for  Everything 
and  for  the  Charlotte  Observer  on  Home  Economics  and  has 
through  Miss  Moses  and  later  Mrs.  Michaux,  sent  other  brief 
articles  to  the  state  papers. 

Miss  Jamison  has  been  a  most  valuable  member  of  this 
committee.  She  has  talked  and  demonstrated  before  eight  fed- 
erated clubs  and  has  organized  Home  Demonstration  Clubs  and 
outlined  food  study  in  twenty  rural  places  not  yet  federated. 
She  has  sent  notes  about  most  of  these  clubs,  telling  where  the 
organized  club  woman  could  help  and  states  that  it  has  been 
her  purpose  to  bring  the  country  club  woman  in  closer  touch 
with  the  city  club  woman  for  their  mutual  benefit. 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Hollowell,  of  Goldsboro,  another  member  of  the 
committee,  has  talked  Domestic  Science  at  farmers'  institutes 
and  encouraged  several  small  schools  to  take  up  the  subject  in 
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a  primitive  waj.  She  has  organized  clubs  at  Dunn  and  Edenton 
with  Home  Economics  Departments,  also  a  Civic  League  at 
La  Grange. 

Your  Chairman  has  made  eight  talks  (outside  of  High 
Point)  on  Home  Management,  the  budget  system  and  kindred 
topics. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  there  are  now  thirty  federated 
clubs  doing  Home  Economics  work,  though  not  all  of  these  have 
a  separate  Home  Economics  Department.  Slx  have  improved 
local  market  conditions  or  inspected  groceries,  viz. :  Goldsboro, 
Farmville,  Albemarle,  Lexington,  Gastonia  and  Ealeigh.  Char- 
lotte and  Gastonia  have  used  their  influence  to  have  Domestic 
Science  introduced  in  the  schools,  and  Wilson  and  Thomasville 
are  working  for  it. 

The  Oxford  Department  cooked  and  served  three  luncheons 
and  two  suppers  (given  by  the  club),  properly  balanced  and 
prepared  by  scientific  methods. 

Salemburg  has  a  central  kitchen  where  actual  work  is  done 
for  demonstration  purposes. 

Salisbury  furnished  a  sitting  room  for  the  girls  of  the 
Farm  Life  School,  at  China  Grove,  at  a  cost  of  $70.00. 

Wilmington  presented  a  school  program  during  Baby  Week. 

Wilson  has   equipped   and  supervises   a  school  lunch   room. 

Chapel  Hill  took  charge  of  Orange  County  Eally  Day  dinner. 

Charlotte  helped  in  both  city  and  mill  district  in  Baby 
Week. 

Fayetteville  helps  in  support  of  public  Health  Nurse. 

Goldsboro  conducts  a  Children's  Sewing  Class  of  twenty- 
two  in  factory  district. 


LITERATURE 

Miss  Bettie  Windley,  Chairman 

Of  the  117  clubs  composing  the  North  Carolina  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs,  74  are  registered  as  literary  or  having  lit- 
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erary  departments.  On  October  1,  1915,  the  Chairman  of  Lit- 
erature sent  a  letter  to  each  of  these  clubs  asking  for  a  report 
and  Year  Book,  and  stating  how  the  department  hoped  to  serve 
the  clubs  daring  the  year.  Thirty-five  clubs  reported  and 
twenty-five  sent  Year  Books.  These  reports,  as  to  number  of 
members,  number  of  meetings  per  month,  subjects  of  study, 
lectures  given  the  club  and  so  on,  are  filed  for  future  refer- 
ence. The  Year  Books  have  been  carefully  looked  over  and  also 
kept  for  reference.  Many  of  these  books  contain  good  literary 
programs,  and  some  excellent  ones  presenting  a  definite  aim 
of  study  and  a  choice  of  subjects  which  are  vital,  interesting 
and  inspiring,  varied  enough  to  avoid  monotony  and  yet  not  too 
comprehensive. 

The  Literary  Department  this  year  was  divided  into  the 
following  subjects,  with  sub-chairmen  for  each:  Modern 
Drama,  Eesearch,  School  Cooperation,  Pageants,  Current  Lit- 
erature, and  Programs.  Of  these  the  Pageant  and  Program 
Committees  were  most  active.  Mrs.  Lindsey  Patterson's  aim 
for  pageants  was  to  have  every  club,  school  and  college  in  the 
state  take  part  in  the  Shakespeare  Tercentenary  Celebration. 
Her  success  has  been  remarkable.  The  Chairman  and  Program 
Committee  have  assisted  twenty-five  or  thirty  clabs  during  the 
year  and  prepared  a  number  of  sample  programs  and  secured 
others  from  the  General  Federation  for  future  use  of  any  club 
desiring  them. 

The  contest  in  short  stories  and  research  was  held  again 
this  year  with  twenty-five  entries  in  poetry  and  three  in  short 
stories.  Dr.  Greenlaw  and  others  from  our  State  University 
acted  as  judges  and  pronounced  some  of  the  poetry  *' admir- 
able. ' ' 

The  Chairman  has  spoken  on  subjects  relative  to  the  depart- 
ment at  two  District  Eeciprocity  Meetings,  The  Social  Service 
Conference  of  North  Carolina,  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
Forestry  Association,  the  Council  meeting  at  Shelby  and  a  club 
meeting  in  Asheville. 

The  department  wishes  to  send  this  message  to  all  its  mem- 
bers, that  we  continue  our  efforts  to  make  our  literary  clubs  of 
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real  value  to  ourselves  and  to  our  community.  Let  us  avail 
ourselves  of  the  advantages  offered  us  by  the  Lecture  and  Exten- 
sion Bureaus  of  the  state  colleges  and  University  and  let  us  try 
to  ''relate  our  study  work  to  the  life  of  the  spirit  and  to  the 
life  of  the  active  world, ' '  remembering  ' '  that  the  book  should 
cease  to  be  of  academic  interest  alone,  and  be  viewed  as  a  dis- 
tilled essence  of  human  experience, ' '  and  remembering  also  that 
the  study  club  has  always  been  and  still  is  the  foundation  and 
inspiration  for  all  other  women's  clubs. 


LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

Mrs.  A.  Hamilton  Powell,   Chairman 

The  Library  Extension  Department  has  made  a  great  effort 
for  broadened  activities  in  Library  Extension  the  past  year,  and 
I  trust  not  without  some  results.  If  we  must  acquire  the  habit 
of  good  reading,  we  must  begin  before  middle  life.  How  neces- 
sary it  is,  then,  for  teachers  and  mothers  to  read  the  best  books 
in  relation  to  the  various  problems  connected  with  child  training, 
and  so  I  have  urged  every  library,  however  small,  to  place 
upon  its  shelves  books  on  the  Care  and  Training  of  the  Child, 
and  to  provide  our  children  with  the  best,  so  that  they  may  come 
to  middle  life  ' '  with  healthy  minds,  that  fix  •  gladly  on  the 
good. ' ' 

In  order  that  the  Library  Extension  Department  might  aid 
the  club  women,  mothers,  teachers,  and  librarians  in  a  care- 
ful selection  of  books,  the  department  offers  the  following: 

1.  Selected  list  of  books  suitable  for  the  beginning  of  a 
library. 

2.  List  of  over  250  books  for  children. 

3.  List  of  books  for  boys. 

4.  A  story  hour  course  for  children. 

5.  Reading  list  for  mothers  and  teachers. 

From  the  answers  to  the  circular  letters  I  sent  out,  I  am 
gratified  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
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library  work  done  by  the  club  women.  Forty-two  clubs  in  the 
Federation  have  reported  libraries  actually  at  work,  namely, 
Asheville,  Salisbury,  Lenoir,  Asheboro,  Canton,  Kernersville, 
Greenville,  Washington,  Farmville,  Maxton,  Gastonia,  James- 
town, Hickory,  Winston-Salem,  Enfield,  Durham,  Sanford,  Wel- 
don,  Henderson,  Concord,  Ealeigh,  Fayetteville,  Wadesboro,  Car- 
thage, Whiteville,  Elon  College,  Nashville,  Oxford,  Ansonville, 
New  Bern,  Warsaw,  Faison,  Greensboro,  Fremont,  Goldsboro, 
Waynesville,  Smithfield,  Burgaw,  Tryon,  Wallace,  Southport, 
Chadbourn,  Eowland,  Wilmington,  Salemburg,  and  ten  clubs 
report  that  they  are  interested  in,  or  working  to  establish 
libraries,  namely,  Albemarle,  Belhaven,  Statesvijle,  Wilson, 
High  Point,  Clinton,  Milton,  Thomasville,  Elizabeth  City  and 
Eoxboro. 

About  twenty-seven  have  held  story  hour  courses.  Four 
have  borrowed  State  Free  Loan  Libraries.  Nine  have  asked 
for,  and  received,  aid  from  North  Carolina  State  Library  Com- 
mission, and  about  twenty-five  have  received  aid  from  the 
Library  Extension  Department. 

Over  twenty-one  of  these  libraries  have  from  500  to  12,500 
volumes,  and  sixteen  have  over  1,000  volumes.  Asheville,  Eal- 
eigh, Wilmington,  Winston- Salem,  Durham  and  Greensboro  have 
the  largest  number  of  volumes,  and  are  free  to  all,  supported  by 
taxation.  With  a  few  exceptions — Washington,  Wallace,  Golds- 
boro, and  one  or  two  school  and  club  libraries  combined — the 
others  are  open  to  the  public  through  small  subscriptions,  and 
are  supported  chiefly  by  the  women's  clubs.  All  of  these 
libraries  are  trying  to  cooperate  with  schools. 

It  is  certainly  true  that  the  free  public  library  supported  by 
municipal  tax  is  the  one  that  reaches  the  most  people,  and, 
therefore,  does  the  most  good,  but  in  the  period  of  beginning, 
I  am  not  sure  that  this  is  always  the  best  plan.  The  hundreds 
of  useful,  well-equipped  public  libraries  throughout  the  country 
would  never  have  been  possible  except  for  a  movement  started 
by  a  small  group  of  women  and  a  small  library  established  on 
a  subscription  plan.  The  seed  thus  sown  will  often  mold  public 
opinion    so    that    the    twenty-five    per    cent,    of    the    registered 
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voters  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  a  free  public  library 
supported  by  taxation,  when  put  to  a  vote,  is  a  thing  assured. 

But,  whatever  the  plan  or  form  of  organization  which  seems 
best  for  a  club  to  undertake,  your  Chairman  desires  to  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  first  step  to  be  taken  by  any 
club  or  individual  interested  in  any  phase  of  library  extension, 
or  in  improving  present  library  conditions,  is  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  library  conditions  of  yoar  state.  The  investi- 
gator may  find  for  the  first  time  that  many  of  the  difficulties 
may  easily  be  overcome  by  the  aid  offered  by  the  State  Library 
Commission,  or  the  Library  Extension  Department. 

Do  you  know: 

What  the  library  laws  of  your  state  are? 

That  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has  provided  an  act  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  public  libraries  in  North 
Carolina? 

What  state  aid  is  available  through  the  Library  Commission 
of  North  Carolina? 

What  the  Library  Extension  Department  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  offers? 

If  by  chance  you  do  not  know  what  these  two  agencies  are 
doing  for  Library  Extension,  write  your  Chairman,  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Commission  at  Ealeigh.

An  Annotated  Buying  List  of  Current  Books,  which  is  of 
great  value  to  large  as  well  as  small  libraries. 

This  is  the  time,  as  never  before,  for  an  opportunity  for 
cooperation  between  the  organizations  of  the  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  and  the  state  for  the  great  educational  move- 
ment known  as  Library  Extension. 

The  Library  A^ssociation  of  North  Carolina  has  adopted  the 
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slogan :     "A  library  in  every  town  in  North  Carolina  by  1920, ' ' 
and  asks  for  the  cooperation  of  the  women 's  clubs. 

I  earnestly  urge  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation 
not  merely  to  pledge  their  cooperation  in  this  movement,  but  to 
let  the  books,  the  makers  of  our  inner  lives,  the  molders  of  our 
characters,  be  the  ideal  toward  which  we  press,  and  let  us  join 
in  with  the  affiliated  library  associations,  and  lead  the  great 
march,  to  place  in  every  town  throughout  our  great  state  a 
library  by  1920. 


MUSIC 

Mrs.  J.  D.   Edwards,   Chairman 

During  the  year  1915-1916,  the  Music  Department  of  the 
Federation  has  added  two  new  clabs  to  its  list :  St.  Cecilia 
Music  Club,  of  Laurinburg,  and  a  music  department  has  been 
added  to  the  Warsaw  Betterment  and  Civic  Club. 

Goldsboro  Music  Ckib  has  revived  interest  in  music  this 
year  after  having  given  up  the  work  for  a  year  or  two,  which 
now  makes  twenty-one  clubs  in  the  Federation. 

Extracts  from  a  few  of  the  best  reports  are  as  follows: 

The  Woman's  Club  of  Ealeigh  reports  their  second  year  in 
the  study  of  American  music,  consisting  of  two  programs:  one, 
solo  and  chorus  by  women 's  voices  under  direction  of  Mr,  Blynn 
Owen,  and  the  second  by  public  school  children,  under  direc- 
tion of  Superintendent  of  Music  in  Schools,  Miss  Chapel. 

McDowell  Club,  of  Statesville,  reports  the  study  of  four 
operas:  '^Lacia, "  ^'Aida,''  ' ' Pagliacci, "  and  ''Madame 
Butterfly,"  an  afternoon  of  English,  German,  Eussian  and 
American  music.  The  cantata,  ' '  Eose  of  Avontown, ' '  by  Mrs. 
H.  H.  A.  Beach,  was  given  at  a  public  concert. 

Euterpe  Club,  of  Greensboro,  has  given  most  interesting 
programs,  three  miscellaneous,  also  one  of  Grieg,  Schubert,  a 
Eussian  program,  two  of  American  composers,  an  organ  recital 
and  a  program  of  community  music. 

New  Bern   Woman's   Club   has   had   encouraging   study   of

opera  and  gave  the  ' '  Legend  of  Bregenz, ' '  by  Bendall,  for  a 
public  concert. 

Woman's  Betterment  Association,  of  Gastonia,  has  added 
music  to  her  schools. 

Henderson's  Woman's  Club  has  a  large  chorus  and  gave  a 
music  festival  daring  May.  They  have  a  children's  chorus, 
also. 

Woman's  Civic  Club,  of  Oxford,  has  done  splendid  work  for 
music.  Strong  monthly  programs  and  evening  programs  with 
several  visiting  artists. 

North  Carolina  Sorosis,  of  Wilmington,  has  had  one  of  her 
best  year's  work.  The  work  consisted  of  the  study  of  opera, 
beginning  with  the  old  Italian,  then  modern  Italian  opera, 
old  and  modern  French,  early  and  modern  German.  Selections 
from  modern  opera  were  given  by  world  famous  artists  on  the 
Victrola.  The  cantata,  ''The  Three  Springs,"  by  Bliss,  was 
presented  for  public  performance,  and  a  delightful  organ  recital 
was  given  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Shirley,  Dean  of  Music  of  Salem 
College. 

Early  in  the  year  your  Chairman  sent  circular  letters  to  all 
music  clubs  urging  a  hearty  cooperation  in  the  work  and  asked 
the  following  questions: 

1.  What  are  the  musical  problems  of  your  town? 

2.  Do  you  have  music  taught  in  your  schools? 

3.  Does  your  club  subscribe  for  a  musical  magazine? 

4.  Have  you  a  musical  study  class? 

5.  In  what  way  do  you  think  music  could  be  bettered  in 
your  community? 

The  following  suggestions  were  made  with  the  hope  that 
they  might  prove  helpful: 

1.  Every  musician  should  see  the  importance  of  having  her 
piano  tuned  at  least  once  a  year. 

2.  Each  club  should  devote  one  afternoon  meeting  each 
year  to  sacred  masic,  holding  this  meeting,  if  possible,  in  a 
church. 

3.  Each  club  should  try  to  have  at  least  one  public  musi- 
cal performance  during  the  year. 
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The  Chairman  of  this  department  has  enjoyed  her  year's 
duties  and  feels  that  the  music  clubs  are  carrying  on  a  splendid 
work.  She  has  tried  to  answer  all  correspondence  and  ques- 
tions promptly  and  with  a  view  of  being  of  some  definite  help. 
During  the  year  she  had  the  pleasure  of  addressing  Council 
in  Shelby,  January  26th,  on  ''Influence  of  Music  in  the  Com- 
munity ;  ' '  also  addressing  the  Ninth  District  Eeciprocity  meet- 
ing in  Wilmington,  March  15th,  on  "Value  of  Music  in  Public 
Schools. ' ' 

Before  another  year  this  department  hopes  to  have  a  silver 
loving  cup  to  be  given  as  a  prize  to  the  winner  in  the  original 
composition  contest.  Miss  Pearl  Little,  of  Hickory,  was  given 
first  honor  in  this  contest  this  year. 

Each  club  in  the  Federation  is  urged  to  procure  a  copy  of 
the  Federation  Song  and  learn  it.  The  song  may  be  procured 
from  the  Music  Chairman  for  ten  cents  a  copy;  and  it  is 
necessary  that  we  know  our  Federation  Song. 

In  closing,  let  me  urge  the  use  of  good  music  in  our  schools, 
Sunday  schools  and  churches.  Encourage  amateur  artists  in 
every  way  possible.  Let  us  revive  a  community  spirit  in  com- 
munity singing  and  lend  aid  wherever  possible  in  the  uplift 
of  the  music  in  our  state. 


SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Miss  Sarah  Kirby,   Chairman 

In  looking  over  the  past  year  and  considering  the  forces 
at  work  in  the  Federation,  it  seems  that  the  forces  of  Social 
Service  have  been  very  active.  Women  have  always  been 
actively  engaged  in  Social  Service  whenever  the  call  of  the 
needy  has  come,  and  the  club  women  of  the  Federation  have 
been  active  and  energetic  along  the  lines  of  immediate  relief  for 
the  poor. 

In  several  towns  the  clubs  have  committees  engaged  in  local 
work,  looking  toward  better  conditions  in  the  jails  and  county 
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homes.  In  connection  with  these  committees  the  Chairman 
would  like  to  say  that  Miss  Daisy  Denson,  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities,  will  be  glad  to  appoint  club  women  oflELcially  to 
visit  the  jails  and  county  homes  in  their  respective  coanties, 
their  reports  being  accepted  and  published  in  the  official  report 
from  the  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

In  many  instances  the  Social  Service  work  has  been  combined 
with  the  Health,  Educational  and  Civics  work.  The  Health 
Department  has  in  some  instances  taken  up  the  plans  for  the 
promotion  of  the  work  of  visiting  nurses,  and  the^  moonlight 
school  movement  was  left  with  the  Educational  Department. 

One  of  the  big  phases  of  social  work  is  that  which  the 
Federation  may  accomplish  as  a  whole,  for  there  are  tremendous 
issues  which  must  be  met  by  this  entire  organization.  Espe- 
cially has  the  Chairman  emphasized  the  child  labor  problem, 
the  home  for  delinquent  girls,  and  the  promotion  of  better 
motion  pictures  for  children.  These  are  points  of  vital  inter- 
est which  affect  every  locality  in  the  state. 

The  Year  Book  shows  that  only  twenty-one  clubs  have 
Social  Service  Departments,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  only 
a  few  clubs  are  engaged  in  this  work.  In  many  towns  the  club 
women  are  leaving  the  social  service  work  to  the  varioas  charity 
organizations  of  the  town,  the  work  being  done  by  club  women* 
inside  a  different  organization. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  imless  mention  was  made 
of  the  exceptionally  fine  work  done  by  the  clubs  of  Wilmington, 
Oxford,   Greensboro,  Ealeigh,   and  New  Bern. 

The  retiring  Chairman  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Fed- 
eration ally  itself  with  the  social  forces  already  active  in  our 
state.  At  each  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of 
Social  Service  it  has  been  shown  that  women  are  needed  to 
actively  assist  in  the  work  of  the  conference. 

The  Chairman  would  like  to  personally  thank  the  Committee 
on  Social  Service,  who  have  rendered  so  much  valuable  assistance 
during  the  past  year. 
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REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 


FINANCE 

Mrs.   Sidney  Cooper,   Chairman 

At  the  last  convention,  May,  1915,  in  Goldsboro,  the  Chair- 
man of  Finance  reported  the  sum  of  $1,459.44  as  the  entire 
amount  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  During  the  year,  including  all 
pledges  and  interest,  the  sum  has  increased,  the  full  amount  to 
date  being  $1,767.17  (the  actual  value  of  the  sum  to  date). 
$499.25  is  in  bank. 

All  pledges  and  interest  have  been  collected  by  the  Treas- 
urer. Of  the  $210.70  pledged  last  May  from  the  floor  of  the 
convention,  only  $15.00  are  still  unpaid. 

A  plea  for  the  Endowment  Fund,  in  the  form  of  a  cir- 
cular letter,  was  sent  by  the  Finance  Committee,  through  your 
State  Chairman  of  Eeciprocity,  to  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the 
eleven  districts,  to  be  read  at  the  reciprocity  meetings.  Your 
Chairman  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Seventh  District  at 
Oxford,  in  November,  and  made  a  talk  on  the  importance  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  and  explained  the  financial  situation  of  the 
Federation.  It  was  with  regret  that  other  invitations  to  attend 
district  meetings  were  declined. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  be  completed  at  once.  We  need  the  interest  on  the 
five  thousand  dollars  to  cover  all  recurring  deficits  in  current 
expenses,  and  for  the  furtherance  of  Federation  purposes.  We 
need  each  year  more  money  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Fed- 
eration, and  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses. 

This  sum  would  be  large  enough  to  cover,  at  least  in  part, 
the  expenses  of  our  President.  In  biennial  years  this  would 
send  her  to  the  convention;  in  the  alternate  year,  a  portion 
would  be  spent  in  visiting  the  most  needed  parts  of  the  state 
in  the  interests  of  the  Federation  work. 
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Up  to  this  time  the  Endowment  Fund  has  accumulated  only 
by  donations  from  individuals  and  clubs ;  the  only  disbursements 
have  been  loans,  at  six  per  cent,  interest,  with  the  exception  of 
money  borrowed  by  the  Federation  to  meet  current  expenses, 
which  has  been  refunded.  Can  we  work  out  a  plan  by  which  we 
can  raise  immediately  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  this 
much  needed  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars?  We  can,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  begs  your  interest  and  cooperation. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  ''to  devise  ways 
and  means,  further  than  the  dues  from  the  clubs,  for  supply- 
ing funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Federation. ' ' 

Very  recently  it  became  necessary  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  devise  some  other  means  to  meet  the  current  expenses. 
A  statement  from  the  Treasurer  gave  evidence  that  the  funds 
would  be  very  low,  or  entirely  depleted  before  this  convention. 

The  following  plan  to  raise  a  special  fund  before  this 
meeting  was  decided  upon : 

Letters  were  written  by  the  Finance  Committee  to  a  num- 
ber (45)  of  federated  club  women,  asking  them  to  contribute 
five  or  ten  dollars  each  until  the  interest  on  the  Endowment 
Fund  was  available,  the  fund  to  be  known  as  an  "  Emergency 
Fund. ' '  The  appeal  has  met  with  approval.  To  date  $63.85 
has  been  received. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  indi- 
viduals or  clubs  that  have  contributed  either  to  the  Endowment 
Fund  or  to  the  Emergency  Fund.  And  I  wish  to  thark 
especially  our  President  and  Treasurer  for  their  valuable  assist- 
ance, and  the  members  of  the  committee,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Carter, 
Winston-Salem,  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Long,  of  Statesville,  for  their 
untiring  efforts  to  make  the  year's  work  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee most  successful. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  to  the  convention,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  following  plan  for 
completing  the  Endowment  Fund  before  May,  1917: 

That  the  clubs  be  requested,  through  their  Presidents,  to 
pledge  a  certified  sum  in  proportion  to  their  membership,  so 
that  the  entire  amount  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  five  thous- 
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and  dollars  can  be  completed  this  year  (before  May,  1917),  and 
the  members  of  the  convention  will  be  relieved  in  future  of  the 
annual  pledges  made  from  the  floor  for  this  purpose. 


MEMBERSHIP 

Mrs.   E.   F.   Reid,    Chairman 

We  believe  that  we  have  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
Chairman  of  Membership  to  have  the  President  of  the  Federa- 
tion as  an  active  member  of  her  committee!  We  are  indeed 
glad  of  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mrs,  Lingle  publicly  for 
the  inspiration  and  help  she  has  been  to  us  in  this  work. 

Special  thanks  are  also  due  Mrs.  W,  M.  Creasy,  of  Wilming- 
ton, who  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  secure  new  recruits 
for  the  Federation. 

We  have  found  the  year's  work  both  pleasant  and  enjoy- 
able. When  we  bend  every  energy  to  build  up  an  organization 
we  naturally  become  interested  in  it,  and  we  are  realizing  more 
and  more  what  a  wonderful  power  for  good  there  is  in  this 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

The  following  clubs  have  withdrawn  from  the  Federation: 
Tuesday  Afternoon  Book  Club,  of  Burlington;  Tuesday  After- 
noon Book  Club,  of  Thomasville;  Woman's  Civic  League,  of 
Bath;  Burgaw  Civic  League;  Fayetteville  Monday  Afternoon 
Book  Club;  Community  Club,  of  Morganton.  This  represents 
an  apparent  loss  of  97  members. 

Some  of  these  clubs  have  re-organized,  broadened  their  scope 
and  changed  their  names  to  Woman's  Club. 

The  following  clubs  have  joined  the  Federation  during  the 
past  year:  Woman's  Club,  of  Albemarle;  St.  Cecilia  Music 
Club,  Laurinburg;  Woman's  Club,  Canton;  Literary  Club, 
Swan  Quarter;  Civic  League,  Belhaven;  Thursday  Study  Club, 
Hickory;  Woman's  Club,  Wilson;  Chautauqua  Literary  Circle, 
Washington ;  Woman 's  Club,  Jamestown ;  Monday  Afternoon 
Book  Club,  Winston;  Civic  League,  of  Winter  Park,  Wilming- 


ton ;  Woman 's  Betterment  Association,  Pantego ;  North  Carolina 
State  Nurses  Association  (affiliated)  ;  Wednesday  Book  Club, 
Burgaw;  Friday  Afternoon  Book  Club,  Nashville;  Masonboro 
Mother 's  Club,  Wilmington ;  Woman 's  Club,  Graham ;  Ishpening 
Literary  Circle,  Shelby;  Housewives  League,  Wilmington; 
Woman's  Betterment  Association,  Lenoir;  Woman's  Club,  Clin- 
ton; Woman's  Club,  Edenton;  Betterment  Association,  Ean- 
dleman;  Community  Club,  Siler  City;  Civic  League,  Sanford; 
Virginia  Dare  Book  Club,  Newton;  Chautauqua  Literary  Circle, 
Winston.  This  makes  a  total  of  27  new  clubs,  representing 
a  total  membership  of  1,094. 


PUBLICITY 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Michaux,  Chairman 

The  work  of  the  Publicity  Chairman,  since  her  appointment 
at  the  Mid-winter  Council,  has  been  a  continuation  of  the  plans 
adopted  by  her  predecessor.  Through  the  columns  of  many  of 
the  leading  newspapers  of  the  state  we  have  sought  to  keep 
before  the  public  as  far  as  possible  matters  of  interest  pertain- 
ing to  the  State  and  General  Federation. 

Widespread  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  work  of  the 
various  departments  and  standing  committees.  Messages  from 
the  President  and  other  officers,  reports  from  the  various  dis- 
trict meetings,  as  well  as  reports  of  the  work,  plans,  and  pur- 
poses of  the  individual  clubs  have  been  published.  As  the 
clubs  have  increased  in  size,  number  and  influence  the  papers 
have  given  wider  publicity  to  club  activities  than  ever  before. 
We  acknowledge  our  appreciation  of  the  generous  space  and 
courteous  treatment  given  by  all  the  newspapers,  but  we  are 
especially  indebted  to  the  following: 

The  Ealeigh  News  and  Observer,  Wilmington  Star,  Greens- 
boro News,  Winston  Journal,  Durham  Sun,  New  Bern  Sun, 
Kinston  Free  Press,  Everything,  The  Statesville  Landmark, 
Fayetteville   Observer,   Charlotte  News,   and  Asheville   Citizen.

Articles  have  been  published  in  the  General  Federation 
Magazine  and  the  Press  Committee  has  made  an  effort  to  in- 
crease the  North  Carolina  subscriptions  to  this  periodical. 

As  the  committee  now  stands  it  is  composed  of  the  Pub- 
licity Chairman  and  the  sub-Chairmen  of  the  various  districts. 
Without  exception  these  women  have  given  splendid  coopera- 
tion and  valuable  assistance  in  the  publicity  work,  and  we 
recommend  that  this  plan  be  continued,  as  the  district  plan 
has  proven  best  for  all  lines  of  club  work. 

But  the  Press  Chairman  of  the  General  Federation  recom- 
mends further  that  each  district  Chairman  have  for  her  com- 
mittee a  member  from  each  club  in  her  district.  By  this  sub- 
division each  club  in  the  state  wo  aid  have  a  representative  on  the 
Press  Committee.  She  also  suggests  that  the  State  Chairman 
send  to  each  of  the  district  Chairmen  a  bulletin  letter  outlining 
the  work  of  the  various  departments  of  the  State  and  General 
Federation,  these  letters  to  be  sent  in  turn  to  each  club  cor- 
respondent with  instruction  to  have  them  inserted  in  their 
local  papers,  along  with  their  individual  club  reports.  Thus 
the  sub-Chairmen  become  responsible  for  the  publicity  work  in 
the  various  newspapers  of  their  districts. 

By  following  this  plan  of  organization  and  enlisting  the  ser- 
vices of  earnest,  capable  women,  thoroughly  imbued  with  a 
sense  of  their  responsibility,  all  sections  of  the  state  would  have 
a  clearer  idea  of  the  scope  of  clab  and  Federation  work. 


BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION 

Mrs.  William  T.  Brock,  Chairman 

During  the  past  year  the  Bureau  of  Information  has 
received  a  number  of  calls  for  aid,  and,  in  practically  every 
case,  this  department  has  been  able  to  render  the  desired  assist- 
ance, either  by  the  loan  of  material  or  by  giving  reliable  refer- 
ences. This  committee  has  found  that  the  club  women  of  our 
state,  in  their  study  and  research,  are  inclined  to  cover  a  very 
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broad  field  of  interests,  therefore  we  have  made  a  special  effort 
to  get  together,  for  ready  reference,  data  on  various  topics,  both 
usual  and  unusual.  While  some  clubs  still  cling  to  the  purely 
literary,  there  is  a  decided  tendency  toward  taking  up  for  con- 
sideration those  things  which  are  agitating  the  minds  of  the 
present  day. 

Your  retiring  Chairman,  after  serious  consideration,  deems 
it  wise  to  recommend  that  in  the  future  the  Bureau  of  Infor- 
mation should  be,  if  possible,  permanently  placed  in  a  town 
where  there  is  a  library  with  the  best  of  reference  books  and 
current  literature,  and  with  a  club  woman  who  is  not  so  occu- 
pied with  local  work  that  she  cannot  devote  a  great  part  of  her 
time  to  the  building  up  of  this  department  of  the  Federation. 
The  present  method  of  passing  on  the  accumulation  of  material, 
as  well  as  the  interest  in  the  work,  just  as  our  name  has  been 
placed  upon  all  good  mailing  lists  for  good  literature,  will  not 
tend  toward  making  the  Bureau  of  Information  an  adequate 
source  of  benefit  to  the  club  women  of  our  state. 


DISTRICT  RECIPROCITY 

Mrs.    W.    B.    Waddill,    Chairman 

With  a  firm  belief  that  if  each  of  the  eleven  districts  would 
hold  a  meeting  during  the  year  good  would  result  to  every  club 
in  the  Federation,  your  Chairman  held  that  as  the  aim.  of  the 
department,  and  is  happy  to  report  that  this  has  been  accom- 
plished. Every  district  has  had  a  meeting,  and  great  interest 
and  enthusiasm  has  been  manifested  in  them. 

Oxford  was  hostess  for  District  7,  on  November  11th;  Wash- 
ing for  District  10,  on  November  19th;  New  Bern  for  District 
8,  on  November  23rd;  Asheboro  for  District  3,  on  December 
4th;  Wilmington  for  District  9  on  March  15th;  Salisbury  for 
District  11,  on  April  6th;  Tryon  for  District  1,  on  April  8th; 
Charlotte  for  District  4,  on  April  11th;  Durham  for  District  6, 
on  April  25th;  Southern  Pines  for  District  5,  on  April  25th; 
Clemmons  for  District  2,  on  April  29th. 
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The  attendance  from  clubs  at  each  of  these  meetings  has 
been  most  gratifying,  all  of  them  being  represented  except  in 
cases  of  inconvenient  distances.  This  condition  we  hope  to 
remedy  for  next  year,  especially  in  the  districts  that  are  at  pres- 
ent too  large.  The  suggestion  of  the  former  Chairman  of  this 
department,  that  a  sub-chairman  be  appointed  for  each  dis- 
trict, was  adopted  for  this  year.  It  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
plan  and  has  meant  much  to  the  success  of  the  work.  The 
eleven  capable  sub-chairmen  have  kept  us  in  close  touch  with 
the  clubs  of  their  respective  districts  and  have  aroused  great 
enthusiasm  over  the  district  meetings.  They  are  being  arranged 
now^  as  a  regular  part  of  the  club  year  plan,  many  of  the  dis- 
tricts having  an  invitation  already  extended  them  for  next 
year. 

The  possibilities  for  helpfulness  in  these  meetings  are  large 
indeed  and  I  believe  they  will  mean  more  and  more  to  the  indi- 
vidual clubs  each  year.  Attendance  at  one  of  them  quickly 
convinces  every  club  'woman  of  the  value  of  these  informal 
gatherings  for  promoting  a  strong  feeling  of  unity  and  good 
fellowship  between  clubs,  and  for  getting  in  touch  with  the 
work  at  large.  The  attendance  at  the  district  meetings  of  our 
State  President,  Mrs.  Lingle,  has  been  an  inspiration  to  the 
club  women  and  of  the  greatest  help  to  the  sub-chairmen. 

In  order  that  the  sub-chairmen,  who  represent  the  Federa- 
tion in  districts,  shall  have  more  recognition,  your  Chairman 
recommends  that  they  be  elected  by  the  board  of  directors 
and  given  the  same  standing  as  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees, their  duty  being  to  have  special  oversight  of  their  dis- 
tricts, to  increase  membership,  to  arrange  for  district  meetings 
whenever  it  seems  best,  and  to  report  work  of  clubs  at  state 
convention. 

As  the  size  of  some  of  the  districts  makes  it  impossible  for 
clubs  to  spend  a  day  together  without  an  inconvenient  jour- 
ney, there  will  be  for  the  ensuing  year  two  additional  dis- 
tricts formed,  so  that  there  will  be  no  hindrance  to  the  work 
on  account  of  distances.

CONSTITUTION 


AETICLE  1 

NAME 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

AETICLE  2 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Federation  shall  be  to  bring  the  women's 
clubs,  and  other  organizations  of  women  throughout  North 
Carolina,  into  relations  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  cooperation. 

AETICLE  3 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Clubs  desiring  to  join  this  Federation  shall 
make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  Membership 
Committee.  Such  application  must  show  that  the  club  has 
not  less  than  ten  members,  and  is  pursuing  some  line  of  elevat- 
ing effort. 

Section  2.  Other  organizations  of  women  desiring  to  join 
this  Federation  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chair- 
man of  Membership  Committee,  stating  the  objects  of  said 
organization,  and  if  not  in  conflict  with  the  work  of  the  Fed- 
eration, may  be  admitted  to  membership  on  payment  of  dues. 

Section  3.  The  unanimous  vote  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee shall  be  necessary  to  admit  a  club  or  any  affiliating 
organization. 
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AETICLE  4 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  President,  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Second  Vice-President,  Eecording  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor. 

Section  2.  No  two  officers  shall  be  from  the  same  club, 
except  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  when  so 
desired. 

Section  3.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at 
the  same  time. 

AETICLE  5 

MANAGEMENT 

The  various  kinds  of  work  undertaken  by  this  Federation 
shall  be  arranged  into  departments  and  managed  by  an  Exec- 
utive Board,  a  Council,  and  a  Board  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for.  The  number  and  names  of  such  departments 
shall  be  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  confirmed 
by  the  convention. 

AETICLE  6 

EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  officers  of  the  Federation  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Board,  which  shall  transact  the  business  of  the  Federation, 
subject  to  its  direction,  and  make  a  full  report  of  the  same 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  This  Board  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  occur  between 
annual  meetings. 

AETICLE  7 

COUNCIL 

The  Executive  Board  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  departments 
shall  constitute  a  Council,  to  consider  and  promote  the  interests 
of  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  This  Council 
shall  meet  once  in  the  interim  between  annual  meetings. 
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AETICLE  8 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Council,  with  the  presidents  of  clubs,  or  their  repre- 
sentatives, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  consider 
and  promote  the  various  phases  of  work  undertaken  by  this 
Federation.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  once  before 
and  once  after  each  annual  convention,  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bers constituting  a  quorum.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall 
elect  the  Chairmen  of  the  various  departments,  no  two  of 
whom  may  be  from  the  same  club.  The  term  of  office  of 
Chairmen  shall  be  limited  to  two  years. 

AETICLE  9 

REPRESENTATION 

Section  1.  Each  federated  club  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  members  shall  be  entitled  to  be  repre- 
sented by  its  President  or  her  appointee,  and  one  additional 
delegate.  Clubs  having  more  than  twenty-five  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  additional  delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  after  the  first  twenty-five. 

Section  2.  Each  affiliated  organization  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  represented  by  one  delegate,  who  may  cast  one 'vote. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  convention  entitled  to  vote 
shall  be  the  Officers  of  the  Federation  in  person,  the  Chairmen 
of  Departments  and  of  Standing  Committees  in  person,  and 
the  delegates  from  clubs  and  affiliated  organizations.  Where 
only  one  delegate  from  a  club  is  present  the  club  shall  be 
entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Section  4.  A  delegate  may  represent  more  than  one  club 
of  which  she  is  a  member. 

Section  5.  Each  club  shall  give,  through  its  President  or 
other  delegate,  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  the  club.  If 
the  club  cannot  send  a  delegate,  a  written  report  may  be  sent 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Section  6.     Members  of  clubs  belonging  to  this  Federation 
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who  are  not  delegates,  may  be  present  at  the  conventions  and 
may  take  part  in  the  discussions,  but  may  not  introduce 
motions  nor  vote. 

ARTICLE    10 

DUES 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  from  each  club  shall  be  ten 
cents  per  capita,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Federation 
at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  convention. 

Section  2.  Each  affiliated  organization  shall  pay  an  annual 
due  of  two  dollars. 

AETICLE  11 

NOMINATIONS   AND   ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  A  nominating  board  of  five  members,  no  two  of 
whom  shall  be  from  the  same  town,  shall  be  elected  by  writ- 
ten ballot,  at  the  first  session  of  the  convention,  and  report 
at  the  time  for  election. 

Section  2.  No  person  may  be  nominated  for  office  except 
a  delegate,  or  with  the  endorsement  of  the  delegates  from  her 
club.  If  no  delegates  from  that  club  are  present,  the  home 
clab  must  be  consulted  through  its  President. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a  written  ballot, 
for  a  term  of  two  years.  A  majority  of  those  present  entitled 
to  vote  shall  constitute  an  election.  The  President,  Second 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Auditor  shall  be 
elected  at  one  annual  meeting;  the  First  Vice-President,  the 
Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  12 

MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Meetings  shall  be  held  annually.  The  Council 
will  decide  the  time  for  such  meetings  after  the  invitation  has 
been  accepted. 
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AETICLE  13 

AMENDMENTS 


This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
State  Federation  by  a  two -thirds  vote,  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  for  the  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


By-law  1.  The  President  of  this  Federation  shall  preside 
at  all  of  its  meetings,  and  shall  be  ex-offieio  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  appoint  sach  stand- 
ing committees  as  the  Board  of  Directors  approve,  and  such 
temporary  committees  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness. 

By-law  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  in  the  order  of  their  election 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

By-law  3.  The  Eecording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  all  the  Board  meetings  and  of  all  the  sessions  of  the  con- 
vention. She  shall  prepare  the  Year  Book  and  have  it  printed 
as  early  as  possible. 

By-law  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the 
general  correspondence  of  the  Federation.  She  shall  keep  a  list 
of  all  federated  clubs,  and  shall  send  out  notices  of  all  meetings. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Membership  Committee,  cast 
the  final  vote,  and  notify  the  applying  club  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Membership  Committee  of  the  decision  of  that  committee. 
She  shall  have  in  charge  the  distribution  of  the  Year  Books. 

By-law  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  hold  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  North  Carolina  Federation,  and  shall  deposit 
same  in  some  reliable  bank,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  She  shall  notify  delinquent  clubs  of  arrears  in 
dues.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Credential  Committee,  and 
validate  the  credentials  of  delegates.  She  shall  make  an  annaal 
report. 

By-law  6.  The  Auditor  shall  inspect  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  and  report  thereon  annually. 
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By-law  7.  A  General  Federation  State  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  by  the  convention  for  a  term  of  two  years.  She  shall 
be  the  official  medium  of  communication  between  the  State  and 
General  Federation.  By  virtue  of  this  office  she  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  convention,  Council  and  Board  of  Directors. 

By-law  8.  The  Custodian  shall  have  the  care  of  all  oflficial 
documents  belonging  to  this  Federation.  She  shall  be  a  member 
of  a  federated  club  in  Raleigh,  and  her  appointment,  which 
shall  be  by  the  President,  shall  not  debar  her  from  holding  any 
office  or  position  in  the  Federation.  She  shall  report  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Custodian  as  such  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
a  vote  in  convention. 

By-law  9.  Standing  Committees  on  Finance,  Membership, 
and  Legislation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
elected  Chairmen  of  standing  committees  shall  be  privileged  to 
vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Council,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
the  annual  convention. 

By-law  10.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  before  the  opening  of  the  convention,  and  the 
members  thereof  notified  of  the  duties  expected  of  them.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  to  inspect 
and  validate  the  credential  cards  presented  by  the  delegates, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  convention  as  early  as  possible. 

By-law  11.  The  Committee  on  Eesolutions  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  at  the  opening  session  of  the  convention.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Eesolations  to  consider 
carefully  all  resolutions  submitted  before  presenting  same  to 
the  convention. 

By-law  12.  A  Program  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate 
with  the  local  committee  from  the  club  extending  the  invitation 
to  arrange  for  the  proceedings  of  the  convention,  and  the  pro- 
gram so  arranged  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for 
approval. 

By-law  13.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee 
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to  devise  ways  and  means,  further  than  the  dues  from  the 
clubs,  for  supplying  funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  Federation. 

By-law  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion to  use  the  influence  of  the  federated  clubs  to  promote  saeh 
legislation  as  is  in  line  with  the  work  of  this  Federation. 

By-law  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee to  organize  new  clubs  whenever  and  wherever  desirable, 
and  to  invite  such  new  clubs  and  other  eligible  unfederated 
clubs  to  join  the  Federation.  The  Chairman  shall  direct  this 
work,  shall  keep  the  application  blanks,  and  shall  extend  to  new 
clubs  organized  or  recommended  by  the  other  members  of  the 
committee,  an  invitation  to  join  the  Federation. 

The  unanimous  vote  of  this  committee  shall  be  necessary  to 
admit  a  club,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  casting  the  last  vote 
and  notifying  the  club  of  the  action  of  the  committee.  Appli- 
cations for  membership  must  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of 
annual  dues,  which  after  admission  of  the  club,  shall  be  for- 
warded by  the  Chairman  of  Membership  Committee  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Federation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Membership  Committee  to  investi- 
gate the  condition  of  any  club  reported  to  be  below  standard, 
to  assist  in  reorganization,  if  desired,  and  if  necessary  to  drop 
the  name  from  the  Federation  register,  under  the  provisions  of 
By-law  16.  The  unanimous  vote  of  this  committee  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  drop  a  name.  The  President  and  the  Eecording  Secre- 
tary shall  at  once  be  notified,  and  report  shall  be  made  to  the 
next  convention. 

By-law  16.  Clubs  desiring  to  withdraw  from  the  Federation 
must  inform  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  of 
this  desire,  and  must  have  paid  the  dues  for  the  current  year. 
A  club  temporarily  disorganized,  falling  below  entrance  require- 
ments, failing  to  hold  regular  meetings,  or  failing  to  pay  Fed- 
eration dues,  shall  lose  its  vote  at  an  annual  meeting  then 
occurring,  and  if  said  conditions  continue  twelve  months,  the 
name  of  the  club  shall  be  dropped  from  the  Federation  register 
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by  the  Membership  Committee,  To  reenter,  a  club  shall  make 
application  and  a  vote  shall  be  taken  as  prescribed  for  a  new 
club,    as   in   By-law    15. 

By-law  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairmen  of  Depart- 
ments to  promote  in  the  Clubs  and  throughout  the  state  the 
work  for  which  the  various  departments  stand,  by  urging  the 
clubs  to  greater  activity  and  cooperation  on  said  lines,  and  in 
every  other  practical  way  to  advance  the  line  of  work  repre- 
sented. 

By-law  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  Pub- 
licity to  make  known  through  the  press  what  work  is  being 
done  by  this  Federation,  so  as  to  secure  more  universal  coopera- 
tion. She  shall  in  every  possible  way  increase  knowledge  of, 
and  interest  in,  the  work  undertaken  and  accomplished  by  this 
Federation. 

By-law  19.  The  Federation  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist 
of  five  members.  Of  these,  two  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  Federation  and  the  Chairman  of  Finance,  who 
shall  serve  ex-officio  during  their  terms  of  oflEice.  The  other 
three  shall  be  elected  by  the  convention  for  six-year  terms,  one 
in  May,  1915,  and  one  every  second  year  thereafter.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  shall  be  filled  at  the  next  annual  meeting  by 
the  election  of  a  member  for  the  unexpired  term.  To  hold 
the  position  of  Trustee  shall  not  entitle  any  member  to  an 
additional  vote  in  convention.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  the 
call  of  the  President,  or  by  request  of  any  two  members  of 
the  Board.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  A 
report  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  at  each  annual  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  charge  of  the  investment 
of  Endowment  Fund.  Investments  shall  be  made  in  the  name 
of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  and  shall 
be  held  by  the  Federation  Treasurer.  Only  the  interest  on  the 
Endowment  Fund  may  be  used,  and  this  only  as  authorized  by 
the  convention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  act  as  an  Advisory  Board  for 
the  Sallie  Southall  Cotten  Loan  Fund,  meeting  at  the  call  of 
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the  President  and  Chairman  of  Education,  or  by  request  of  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Sallie  Southall  Gotten 
Loan  Fund  shall  not  be  permanently  invested,  but  shall  be  lent 
to  worthy  North  Carolina  girls  in  such  sums  as  may  be  needed 
to  aid  in  securing  their  education,  and  on  such  terms  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  laid  down  by  the  convention.  Applica- 
tion for  loans  shall  be  made  to  the  Chairman  of  Education,  and 
when  approved  by  her  and  her  committee,  the  money  shall  be 
paid  and  notes  taken  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  name  of  the 
North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

By-law  20.  There  shall  be  no  salaried  officers.  Necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  officers  and  chairmen  in  the  service 
of  the  Federation  may  be  refunded  from  the  treasury  by  order 
of  the  President. 

By-law  21.  Two  whole  days  during  each  annual  conven- 
tion shall  be  devoted  entirely  to  business. 

By-law  22.  Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Biennial  Con- 
vention of  the  General  Federation  shall  be  nominated  and 
elected  from  the  floor  of  the  convention. 

By-law  23,  Members  of  the  Executive  Board  who  are 
unavoidably  absent  from  a  meeting  shall  receive  copies  of  the 
minutes  of  that  meeting. 

By-law  24.  Past  Presidents  of  this  Federation  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vote  in  convention,  and  all  the  privileges  of  dele- 
gates, as  long  as  they  remain  members  of  a  club  in  the  North 
Carolina  Federation. 

By-law  25.  Mrs.  Fox's  book  on  Parliamentary  Usage  for 
Women's  Clubs  shall  be  the  authority  for  the  conduct  of  all 
meetings  of  this  Federation. 

By-law  26.  Section  1.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote, 
notice  of  the  amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  of 
the  meeting. 

Section  2.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  unanimous  vote,  without 
previous  notice. 
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
